' FITTING THE CRIME 


Brows arc furrowed these days throughout 


the Allied Nations, in efforts to devise the 
most suitable punishment for the Nazi Ger- 
mans when they are conquered. The best 
procedure probably \vovlld Be found in the 
formula devised long ago by W. H. Gilbert, 
who "wrote the jingles for the famous Gil- 
bert and Sullivan operas: 
"My purpose all sublime 


I shall achieve in time— 


[ 
To make the punishment fit the crime, 
The punishment fit the crime." 
He found that he had a job on his hands. 


And it will be far more difficult in the present 
case of the'Hitler gang and the German peo- 
ple, who approved or took advantage of their 
heinous crimes. 


What shall their punishment be? The 


United Nations are loo civilized to repay 
their crimes in the same coin. Torture, de- 
liberate starvation, wanton killing arid rob- 
bery on n vast scale, are not in the plans or 
the hearts of the more civilized nations who 
have suffered so terribly nt the hands of the 
Nazis. But the latter will be compelled to 
make logical restitution on a large scale for 
such wrongs as can be decently redressed. 


RETRIBUTION 


"As ye measure to your neighbor, he will 


mete to you again." The Japanese are now 
engaged in learning this ethical principle, and 
there-is every indication that, in administer- 
ing the lesson, schoolmaster Uncle Sam will 
make a good job of it. This suggestion stirs 
up nn interesting line of thought. 


It happens that Uncle Sam was Japan's 


first schoolmaster in modern times. It is 
little more llian half a century since she 
began opening her schools, and her mind, to 
modern civilization. As the sequel shows, 
•he opened it most freely to the wrong 
things. She accepted less of our culture, 
religion, tolerance and freedom than she did 
of our gadficls. 


The first big use she made of our technical 


progress was military. With it she sought 
to enslave and ruin us. t-'lic grasped Ihc 
material Ihinss and igiioraJ Ihc spiritual.

The United Slates, In spite of 
its sacrifice of lives and wealth, may have forfeited 
its power of consent to the main issue of the war, 
the rJRhl to territorial possession and the control 
of peoples.

3. The Atlanlic Charter— bcspohnn at sea be- 


tween the UnitfHl States and Great Britain bcfo're 
this country entered'the \var, but, by its very na- 
ture, making us a belligerent; 


2. The Moscow Agreement—a preliminary un- 


derstanding between Ihn United Stales and Soviet 
Russia by which Kus.sin was justified in assuming 
that her Czarist boundaries would he restored; 


3. The Teheran 
Agreement—still 
secret—but 


which seems lo have set up a IIolv Alliance of 
Stalin, Churchill and RooscvcH as the overlords 
of the human race, determining what nations may 
survive and in what fashion, without regard to his- 
tory, tradition, the rights of allies, 
but

pragmatic .sanction that no price is too great for 
Kussia's continued participation in the war, 
Te- 


heran killed Poland as an independent slate, 
re- 


stored Finlnntl, Latvia, EsVhonia and Lithuania to 
Russia, ami apparently gave that country a free 
hand in northern Iran and northwestern China. 
These gains for Russia are reconstructed from the 
course of events rather 
than 
by proclamation. 


Teheran also resulted in the curious phenomenon 
of the American Communist Party becoming part 
of the New Deal amalgam; 


4. The Brettnn 
Woods Agreement—for 
the 


economic rehabilitation of .the United Nations in- 
volving measures which are vdriously interpreted 
in a range from Messianic to impractical con- 
fusion; 


5. Dumbarton Oaks—preliminary to the re- 


establishment of tlie League of Nations in a new 
format: 


6. Yalta—at which the three members of the 


Holy Alliance met 
to redisiribute territory 
in 


Europe and perhaps in Asia. Yalta remains mostly 
secret although certain phases of Russia's victory 
and three-power cooperation were made public; 


7. The San Francisco Conference—a projected 


meeting next April to implement Dumbarton Oaks 
and Brctton Woods, which means that some League 
of Nations Charter and procedure and some details 
o£ economic rehabilitation will be worked out. 


Brettoh Woods, Dumbarton Oaks and San Fran- 


cisco may have to go to Congress as treaties for 
confirmation or as requests for funds. 
Moscow, 


Teheran and Yalta need not go to Congress for 
anything and may remain secret for many years, 
mankind depending upon leaks and such specula- 
tion without ndrquate facts as you find in this ar- 
ticle. 
The major conferences were Moscow. Te- 


heran and Yalta; the others deal with lesser issues 
which depend upon determination of territorial 
possession. 


There have been a few olhrr minor conferences, 


the most important being at Rio dc Janeiro where 
tlie United States agreed to lessen tlie value of Us 
synthetic rubber and chemical industries—without 
congressional continuation of such n doctrine. 


This summarizes the prelude toward peace. Out 


of it. Soviet Russia has developed a hegemony over 
eastern Europe, northern Iran nnd northwestern 
China; Great Britain's influence is paramount in 
the Mediterranean. North Africa, Italy nnd Greece; 
and the British will participate actively in our 
Pacific War after the European War is over but 
in time for determination of Asiatic policies 
for 


the future. 
Whether Soviet Russia will partake 


of the Asiatic War is not stated. It would appear, 
by indirection, that the Dutch possessions in Asia 
tre to be restored to that country, 
* 


The position of the United Slates, territorially, 


in, the future world, does not appear in all this. 
Perhaps we shall have something or maybe we 
shall become an isolated creditor country counting 
unpaid debts nnd sulking over the ingratitude of 
man. It is still secret.
